SHR MURDER IN ADRATH, 


Charles Runkus, Found Unconscious 
with a Fractured Skull, Diés from 
His Wounds—Report Is Made That

In the death of Charles Runkus last night 


the Thirty-fifth street believe they 
gee a murder, and, acting on that theory, 
have arrested seven men. 

Unconscious, with his scalp torn from the 

back of his head where his skull was frac- 
tured, and bleeding from several wounds on 
his body, Runkus was found in the rear of 
3825 Fisk street Sunday evening by James 
Salavitz, a saloonkeeper at that number. 
. Balavite carried the man to the rooms of 
Ignatz Rutkuse on the second floor of the 
building, but a physician was not summoned 
until last evening. Before the doctor arrived 
Runkus died. The body was taken to Jana’s 
undertaking rooms, Twenty-ninth and But- 
ler streets. 

According to the police Runkus went to 
Rutkuse’s rooms on Sunday, where he met 
the seven men who have been arrested. The 
prisoners are Rutkuse, Frank and Joseph 
Wakeus, Joseph Bormoth, Charles Runkus, 
brother of the dead man; Thomas Barmieth, 
and John Auksczaski. They are locked up 
at the Thirty-fifth street station. Salavitz 
says the men were drinking and in the even- 
ing he heard them quarreling. 

Runkus was 34 years old and a laborer. 
He Hved at 3821 Mosspratt street. He left 
a wife and four children. 

Murder Mystery in Lemont. 
The police of Lemont are working on a 
murder mystery. John Venderski, em- 
ployed in the stone quarries at Lemont, was 
found dead in the rear of his home in the 
village morning, his skull being 
fractured. 

When found his body was balanced on the 
ledge of an abandoned quarry, face down- 
ward. Six feet away were traces of a strug- 
gle, and this fact, with a which his 
wife said she heard in the night, inclines the 
police to believe that he was lured to the 
place, murdered, and thrown into the quarry.

WOMAN DEFENDS CORNISH © 
IN THE MOLINEUX TRIAL. 


Daughter of Murdered Woman Appears 
for the Prosecution—State A to 
Close Its Case Tomorrow. 


New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Mrs. Flor- 
ence Eva Rogers, daughter of Mrs. Katherine 
J. Adams, alleged to have been poisoned by 
Roland B. Molineux, was the principal wit- 
ness on the stand today, and made what 
the prosecution considered an unusually good 
witness. 

Assistant District Attorney James W. Os- 
borne announced, as court adjourned, that 
he would have all the case for the prosecu- 
tion in by Wednesday night. One feature 
of the day was the unusual number of 
‘women in attendance. 

Justice John 8. Lambert had occasion to 
make many decisions today upon objections 
made by Molineux's principal counsel, ex- 
Gov. Frank 8. Black, and the decisions of 
the court were almost uniformly in favor 
of the prosecution. In one instance the. 
justice overruled a decision of his own made 
Friday. At that time he refused to permit 
John F. Tyrrell of Milwaukee to illustrate 
his conclusions concerning handwriting on 
a blackboard. Today the justice allowed it. 

Mr. Black, in cross examination, sought to 
discredit the value of handwriting test. He 
got the witnesses to acknowledge he was a 
cartoonist, anf the business of the cartoonist 
is to exaggerate the peculiarities of the 
pbject drawn. Mr. Tyrrell said that hand- 
writing was in some instances an exact 
science. The witness had been paid $1,800 
by the state for his test at a former trial.

NEEDS MONEY FOR FOR ORDNANCE. 


Rear Admiral O'Neil Re Reports on Condi- 
tions and Makes Some Important 

Recommendations. — 

Washington, D. . Oct. 27.—Admiral 
O’ Neil, chief of the naval bureau ordnance, in 
bis annual report made public today, says 
that ‘the ordnance bureau wants $13,182,806 
next year, of which amount $10,000,000 is to 
be devoted to arms and armament. The bu- 
reau is preparing a new type of three inch 
gun, thirty caliber in length, of a semi-auto- 
matic character, to replace aH guns of this 
size now in use in the navy. 

Rear Admiral O'Neil says that for the 
firet time in years the manufacture of 
armor has progressed in a satisfactory man- 
ner, 7,612 tons having been delivered at the 
various ship yards during the year, with 
prospects of largely increasing deliveries. 

With the exception of ignition and shell 
powder, no black or other than smokeless 
powder has been purchased or manufactured 
for the navy since the Spanish-American 
war. All new ships; beginning with the 

and Kentucky, have been supplied 
with outfits of smokeless powder, and, in ad- 
éition, some thirty of the older vessels have 
deen thus supplied.

In the southern part of the Washington 
park golf links the body of Nils Anderson, 
5854 Rosalie court, well known as a steam- 
ship agent, was found yesterday morning 
by two park policemen.
